1 . Claims 1-10,1 2-27, 29-36, 39, 40, and 43-52 are pending. 



Response to Arguments 

2. The prior art and 35 USC 1 01 second paragraph rejections have been withdrawn 
in view of the entered amendments and the Remarks, filed 10/08/2010. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 2-27, 29-36, 39, 40, and 43-52 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, in addition to 
reasons given in the action dated 6/8/2010 which indicated claims 1-10 and 23- 
27 were allowable. 

5. The prior art fails to disclose or suggest all limitations of the claimed invention 
with particular emphasis on a method of processing compressed digital data 
including a phase of converting the derived compressed digital signal into a valid 
signal comprising the steps of: extracting from the derived compressed digital 
signal the header data and received data packets; forming the header data of the 
valid signal from the header data extracted from the derived compressed digital 
signal; concatenating the data packets extracted from the derived compressed 
digital signal in the body of the valid signal; and when one or more data packets 
present in the body of an original compressed digital signal in the second 
apparatus, from which the derived compressed digital signal is derived, are not 
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received by the first apparatus, concatenating respectively one or more empty 
packets in the body of the valid signal in the same order of appearance as that 
adopted in the derived compressed digital signal.
